Dr. Sigmund Hecht spoke on 
“Weapons of War” at the regular 
Sabbath services in Temple B'nai 
B'rith, summarizing the duties of the 
American people in this time of 
stream. He said, in part: 

“We are bound to fight by way of 
defeating the ravages of famine. We 
have every reason to believe that 
Germany is beginning to feel the ef- 
fects upon her own country and her 
own people of the shortage of food, 
and it must be our care to bend ev- 
ery effort, to make every sacrifice in 
order to keep our allies and our own 
men from becoming the victims of 
hunger or starvation. 

“The United States, I am in- 
formed, must to the Allies 
one-fourth of all the wheat we have 
left, and that even by substitution we 
fall short of supplying the actual 
needs over there, and should, for the 
next four months use no wheat at 


Italy ts short of food, her supply 
of wheat and sugar is very limited, 
and must be augmented by imports, 
if she is to continue in the war. 
France is not any better off in those 
respects, and is, In addition, in great 
need of dairy products and fat. 

“A very interesting .insight into 
the situation is furnished by dia- 
grams showing the anteunt of do- 
mestic consumption of wheat, rye 
and beef, and the amount of these 
commodities supplied by ps to the 
Allies, with the result that with the 
exception of corn, the crop of which 
ex the combined use of America 
and her allies, the production of all 
other commodities falls short of the 
consumption at home and abroad. 

“Now, I am not a calamity how!l- 
er, but neither am I one of those who 
believes in merely whistling to keep 
up courage. Our boastful declara- 
tion that we will win the great ob- 
ject of the war will be justified only 
if we do our duty, bring every sacri- 
fice, try to produce more and con- 
sume less, and never forget that 
what neither sword nor spear can 
accomplish, may be brought: about 
by hunger and famine, the most 
powerful, the most invincible weapon

HOSE STOLEN RIDES. 

| There have been so many serious and 
fatal accidents recorded lately, through the 
reckless bravado of small children who 
steal rides on automobiles -and street cars 
or, mounted on skates or bicycles, hang 
on for the luxury of greater speed, that the 
Legislative Committee of the Friday Morn- 
ing Club is taking up the matter in con- 
nection with child conservation work gen- 
erally. There is a city ofdinance which 
deals comprehensively with this subject, 
but its enforcement has evidently not been 
adequate, and the street-car companies and 
the Automobile Club are co-operating with 
the women in an endeavor to lessen such 
accidents. 

Parents, teachers, railway servants and 
individual motorists are all to be urged to 
appreciate their responsibility, and the 
street-car companies have already inserted 
advertisements in the public press giving 
the facts concerning the great number of 
avoidable accidents to children that have 
taken place. The Pacific Electric Compan 
has issued thousands of blotters to the ch 
dren in the schools, with colored pictures 
of the commonest accidents occurring 
“through the child’s own recklessness. One 
small boy was killed last week through

Millions of fighting men must be 
trained and shipped abroad. At the 
same time every industry must work 
overtime producing supplies neces- 
sary to arm and feed these men as 
well as care for those at home. 

Millions of men have left their for- 
mer occupations; millions of jobs 
have been left open. Production of 
supplies must be kept at the high- 
est point, otherwise our armies are 
helpless. 

Consider, therefore, you draft-age 
men, is your present job useful to 
the nation?
